The boast of the em¬ 
ployers that they can always find plenty of men to take the place of the 
strikers if these last will go quietly to their homes anti abstain front 
picketing is no idle one. Despite the obloquy attaching to the strike¬ 
breaker plenty of such men can always be found, because the labor 
market it always full. 

Is it, then, seriously proposed to turn 500,000 men with their depen¬ 
dents out of. employment, without. eoni|»msation or guarantees of anv 
kind, onto a laber markel already full? 

Is it likely that this can be done? 

Is it likely that otki.iMK) men will put up some sort of a fight Itefore 
lin-y will submit to l«- evicted from tiieir present means of employment 
and left to make a fight for life as best as they can in an alreadv con¬ 
gested “labor markt?t"? 

This much will probably be conceded at once by every fair-minded 
and reasonable man that before wc can hope to do away with the liquor 
traffic we must solve in advance the problem of employment for these 
500,000 men whom Prohibition aims to displace. And not for the.-. 
80.000 men alone, but likewise for that other army of at least 50,000 
yearly who are now destroyed hy liquor and who would, of course, be 
preserved to compete in .he struggle for rvistem-e were the traffic in in¬ 
toxicants effectually suppressed. The employment problem for this 
mighty host absolutely must be solved, and in advance, ere the traffic can 
be done away. 1 s*l us with much patience examine every solution that 
bo< been offered.

The fallacy in all this js, of course, the quiet assumption that “we” 
have such industries under “our” control in which without let or hin¬ 
drance we could ret people at work. And under Socialist this would bo 
true. But not so does capitalism proceed. Capitalism buvs labor as ii 
buy? potatoes and onions, for the lowest price possible, anil alwavs oper¬ 
ates industry with as few men as possible. 

There lies before me as 1 write, the Detroit Times of Dec. 6. 1904 
in which anont his trouble? at Zeigler, Joseph loiter is quoted 
“Labor unions at Zeigh-r or any other place can’t put a collar 
neck and give me orders what kind of labor 1 shall buy with my 
When I go into the markrt to purchase labor I propose to retain 
much freedom a« does the purchaser in any other kin.l of a 
There ia no difficulty in obtain.ng labor, for the country is full 
employed men.” 

There it is in a nutshell, the spirit of capitalism, and what is of 
more importance, its method. \\ iih capitalism an increase in 
her of the unemployed never means a shortening of hours, hut 
shortening of pay. Capitalism is never concerned to find 
for all. but rather it« interests always lie in the existence of a 
of the unemployed. 

. another argument has been advanced. It is claimed that pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic would release the enormous amount of one 
oillion five hundred million dollars now spent annually in liquor which 
would therefore he fqient iu useful avenues of trade ami furnish em¬ 
ployment to those displaced by prohibition. The fallacy which underlies 
this argument u ’be assumption that this sum of money is at present 
used for no otlu-r purpose than the purchase of intoxicating drink. Bn! 
a moment's reflection will show that thi< is not the ease. A dollar 
pass?* over the W into the Saloonkeeper*'* till. Does it remain there 
forever? Does the saloonkeeper destroy it? Or does he iu turn use that 
dollar in paying taxes and purchasing commodities, thus sending it into 
general circulation again? Possibly enough that same dollar inside of 
three months has taught five times its value in groceries, been banked a 
dozen times and paid three time* bv stalwart prohibitionists on the pas¬ 
tor * salary. . 1 

The fact is that the money now spent in.alcoholic liquors ci-culatos 
as freely as any other in the purchase of commodities and hence there D 
no such fund as some suppose which could i>e released bv prohibition for 
the furtherance of useful enterprises. But some will’ sav, “It is not 
claimed that prohibition would increase the actual volume of money, but 
that through closing the avenue through which one billion and a hxD 
pusses now it would hasten its circulation which would have all the eco¬ 
nomic value of an increase in volume” D>t u* see. 

There are two nays in which the circulation of monev mar he 
hastened, (l) -by passing through fewer hands; ( t) by an increase in 
the cost of living coupled with an increase in the general purchasing 
)tower. A wool on each of these. (1) If the monev of the country- were 
made to pass through fewer hands ns the present writer contend, it 
would with Prohibition under capitalism, then woe for those through 
whose hands ,c did not pass at all. They would be the 500,000 whose 
care has been already considered. 

C?t An increased coat of living with increased purchasing power 
could only npjH-ar as a result, never as a cause, of increased demand for 
lalxir. We have seen already that an increase in the ntti ihor of laborers 
available under capitalism only means a decrease in wages, hence also 
in the cost of living. 

Another form of the same idea is this, that at present a great many 
“lud debts" are contracted, to the detriment of merchants and others 
and to the general stagnation of industry, because inebriates spend the 
monev in liquor « hich should go to the purchase of necessaries for their 1 
families. True, hut those who live bv the liquor traffic ipetnl the same 
monev for Ihnr necessaries n the furthe'ranco of trade and industry. 
Prohibition would uoi increase the volume of monev. The most that it 
could accomplish would be a transference of purchasing power from 
one individual to another. And of what moment is this as affecting the 
general welfare? A had debt on the part of the inebriate due to his 
habits is no more an economic loss than a hart debt would he contracted 
by a worker in the liquor traffic unable to pav because of enforced idle¬ 
ness under Prohibition. But it s said that the inebriate's inability to 
fwy -s not due ah?nr, nor chiefly to his expenses, but to hi* inability to 
work. Triii-. but by so much as liquor incapacitaics'him it retires 'him 
from competition with hi* fellows, who thus, through the law of supply 
and uemand. ate enabled to secure a better wage. 1F '

The same thing may lie said of 
Colorado. The last election was not 
a light between the capitalists and 
tlie laborers, although many of the 
wage workers wort made to lielievc 
tlu*‘ by supporting the Democratic 
capitalist, Alva Adams, for gov¬ 
ernor, they would be rewarded, but 
just how was never explained.

ernor. Adams, should lie seated, but 
tliat the lieutcimnt-goYcrno- should 
be the governor for the next two 
years. He was a compromise be¬ 
tween the txvo political factions rep¬ 
resenting different capitalistic in¬ 
terest*. 

The joint assembly in the legis¬ 
lature was composed of sixty-six Re¬ 
publicans and thirty-one Demo¬ 
crats. while there were alsiut twen¬ 
ty Republicans who would not seat 
Peabody for the reason that they 
did not believe, that lie was flirted 
and also that it would not be for the 
best business interest of the state; 
that tlie latter reason played a 
prominent pnrt is proven by the 
fact that all lint ten of them voted 
to seat Peabody aflcr bo Iiad signed 
a resignation to take effect within 
txveuty-fonr hours after lie vt, seat¬ 
ed. so as to turn the governorship 
over to McDonald, tlid lieutenant- 
governor. Colorado had three gov¬ 
ernors within twenty-four hours. 
Adams xvas ousted at free o’clock on 
Mareli 10 ami Peabody took the po¬ 
sition while his resignation was tiled 
and accepted and on the afternoon 
of Mareli 17 McDonald, the lieuten¬ 
ant-governor. was sworn in at 1 ;35 j 
o'clock.

shown by the final result. The 
strongest corporations and capital¬ 
ists decided the question in tlmir 
favor as ugainst other capitalistic 
interests, but all the effort »f the 
labor unions, us well as the farmers 
nnd other small taxpayers who were 
dissatisfied with Pealsaly on ac¬ 
count of the heavy military expense 
xvhs only able to change from ten to 
twelve thousand votes in the state. 

The Rcpuhliean candidate for 
lieutenant-governor received less 
than twelve thousand plurality, 
while the Republican candidate for 
secretary of state received about fif¬ 
teen thousand plurality, while 
Adams, the Democratic nominee for 
governor, defeated Peabody by near- 
lv ten thousand votes, which shows 
tliut only from eleven to twelve 
thousand who would otherwise vote 
the Republican ticket voted for the 
Democratic nominee in - order to 
down Peabodv. This independent 
vote cannot nil be credited to tiie 
effort of tlie wage workers, as there 
were many persons m other ranks 
who were thoroughly dissatisfied 
with Peabody’s administration.

Else¬ 
where we show that men in the higher lines of employment are strug¬ 
gling to see who shall get the few jobs and live nnd who will be crowded 
out and starve. But it is no better with the lower walks of employ¬ 
ment. Just look at. this, now, which we lake from the daily press: 

New York, March S.—Fighting among 300 would be snow ehorelera for 
about fifty position, can—1 a .mail riot in Fifth street which rcpiircl reserves 
from the Fifth Street Polic* Station to quell. The fighting was not bloody nor 
long sustained, for moat of th* .now ahovelers werr weak with hunger, but it 
was lively for a while. 


Over and over we are reminded of the saying of the Irish patriot. 
Daniel O’Connell, that he would take his religion from Rome, but that 
his politicai opinions were his own. The efforts of a few priests,' who 
seem to be doing service for the capitalist interests as against the work¬ 
ing class, in opposing Socialism, should be met by the same reply that 
O’Connell gave. Tne capitalist system hears down just os cruelly on the 
Catholic workingmen as on the non-Catholie. In fact, it is often in 
Catholic neighborhood* where we see the most distressing and pitiful 
evidences of the poverty caused by the capitalist plucking system. All 
workingmen are brothers, their interests are the same. In their struggle 
for emancipation from oppression no religious or other question should 
he allowed to divide them. Socialism declares and has declared over 
again that it has nothing to do with religion, one way or the other. It 
is concerned with economic matter*—with the problem of how to pre¬ 
serve to the working class the great wealth which its day-long industry 
produces, but which under the capitalist system now goes to enrich non¬ 
workers. As Socialism doe* not interfere with religion, religion should 
not meddle with Socialism.’ If it does its own members will rebel. 


In our last issue we cited a recent instance where the pope con¬ 
fiscated certain independently owned ohurch property in I’ompcii, as l 
pretty good answer to the priest* who were trying to make capital 
against the Social-Democrats on the score that we want to confiscate 
the property of the rich. The action of the pope wight be put forward 
to show that social justification for confiscation might exist. A* s 
matter of fact. Socialists mean that the means at production and distri¬ 
bution shall he gotten over into the hands of the people collectively. 
As to the “how” they are not so much concerned, for that depends al¬ 
together on the situation and the feeling of the people when the time 
for restoring them to the public comes. Some of our platforms have 
even constructively advocated that the things taken over he com|Hm*at- 
ed for, not according to their speculative, watered stock values, but their 
actual value. It i* altogether likely that thi* will be the means of ap¬ 
proach to the expropriation of the expropriators, the capitalists, but it 
might even in the future come about that the people might dispossess 
certain owners just as the pope ha* done, with some strong social justi¬ 
fication back of their action. As we say, this docs not concern us. The 
main point is that these things must be progressively socialized in 
ownership.

Jud).T Halsey, who is running for 
rceleetinn the aeeond time as jndjuc 
of the eireitit court, is net regarded 
with much love hy the laborinc 
classes, especially those who are or¬ 
ganized into trade unions. They re¬ 
member very well his unjust de¬ 
cision in tie famous Might Hour 
caee. and feel that even though he 
was obliged to go according to laws 
made by capitalist legislators, still 
those very law- did not give him 
warrant for such an outrageous de¬ 
cision. 

As a whole, with the exception of 
Judge Carpenter, who has prostitut¬ 
ed his court to sectarian interests, 
the Milwaukee judges will average 
pretty well with other places. They 
have to construe capitalist laws, and 
so long as this is true there is very 
little for Labor to expert from mak¬ 
ing a mere change in the judges. 
Judge Ludwig, who has a very had 
record for anti-Ijhor decisions, and 
is the favorite judge when a cor¬ 
poration wishes to l>oat some poor 
devil who ha# been injured or maim¬ 
ed for life and has brought suit for 
damages, has still t! is to his credit 
that he granted the petition of the 
representatives of the Federated 
Trades Council to interplead in the 
Eight Hour case, while it was not 
'dear that the law gave them that 
right. And the most that ran la* 
said, perhaps, is that Ludwig and 
the rest are there to interpret laws 
made bv our economic enemies, the 
capitalists, and that the best .thing 
Labor can do is to go after the law 
making power instead of hoping for
